The police are looking for the occupant

BREAK IN C. & 0. CANAL
STAYS TRAFFIC FEW DAYS

Cave-In of Culvert Near Harpers
Ferry Causes the Water in the

Level to Bun Out.

In consequence of a bad break in the'
Chesapeake and Ohio canal in its upper
levels navigation on the canal has been
forced to suspend, and it will be several
days before boats bound to and from this
city will be able to get past the break.
Reports received at the headquarters of
the canal company at this city state that
the trouble was occasioned by the caving
in of a culvert eight feet in diameter
under the bed of the canal in the vi¬
cinity of Harpers Ferry, and so big was

the hole that the water In the level soon

ran off. Repairs will be pushed and the
waterway opened to navigation as soon
as possible.
Schooner barge No. 5 of the Consoll-

datton Coal Company fleet, which was to
have come to this city to load coal for
Boston, will be taken to Baltimore to
load. The barge was left at the mouth of
the river yesterday morning before the
news of the break in ^he canal reached
this city, and a tug will be seiu from
Baltimore to take her to that point.
Barge No. 1.% yesterday rompleted load-

ing 1,600 tons of Cumberland coal and
left here in tow for the mouth of the
river en route to Boston.

MANY TO STAND TEST
FOR SEAFARING LIFE

Young Men Seeking Cadet Appoint¬
ments in Bevenue Cutter

Service.

Young men throughout the country, in¬
cluding several in Washington, who are
desirous of entering a seafaring life in
the revenue cutter service are preparing
to take the examination for appointment
to cadetshlps in that branch of govern¬
ment work, with the hope of being one

the fortunate. ones who will pass high
enough to receive an appointment to the
school of instruction. Until the Passage
bv Congress of the sundry civil bill,
which will authorize the Treasury De¬
partment to appoint cadets to service
schools, those selected for appointment,
it is said, will be kept upon a waiting
list.

Twelve Vacancies in List.
There are. it is said, twelve vacancies

now existing in the line and engineer
branches of the service, and cadets are

wanted in order to train them to till
these and other vacancies. The examina¬
tions this year will begin June 1 and will
be held in this and all the. other larger
cities of the country. Inquiries are be¬
ing received daily at the department re¬

garding the examination. It is expected
that there will be a hundred or more
candidates ready to take the test.

Must Take Course of Study.
The successful candidates are sent to

the school of instruction at Fort Trum¬
bull. New London. Conn., and after com¬

pleting the course of study required
and passing a satisfactory examination
they are commissioned third lieutenants
and are on the road to the higher grades,
There are now but seven cadets, three
of the line and four engineers, at the
school of instruction, and to keep ships
officered properly cadets should be ap-
pointed this year and in coming veara
to fill vacancies to occur in the future.
